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SUB-DISTRICT MUSIC CONTEST 



It was the privilege of the New London High School to hold in 
its auditorium the annual High School 1938-1939 Sub-District Music 
Contest of Southeastern Iowa 

The contest commenced on Friday March 31 being divid- 
ed into two sessions of almost equal length, that day. The com- 
petition on Friday consisted strictly of instrumental solos, small 
groups, and concert bonds and orchestras. 

On Saturday the contest was resumed at 3:30 A.M. The second 
session on Saturday, being the fourth session of the contest, be- 
gan at 1:00 P.M. On Saturday there were three sessions, the last 
one held in the evening. The events presented on this day were en- 
tirely vocai, ranging in size from solos to glee, clubs. The charge 
of admission for each session was twenty-five ceats. 

New London was host to a total of 19 schools on the two days. 
Four hundred ana fifty-one individual contestants represented 
their respective schools. 

Ike. contestants were classified as to the enrollment of their 
schools. The schools are divided into four classes,. AA, the lar- 
est schools, A, B, and C. Those participating were." 
Class AA - Burlington ana Ottumwa
